Philadelphia, Pa., Feb. 20.—An 4n- 
cient temple whose history goes so far 
back beyond the reign of Pharaoh Tut- 
Ankh-Amen that nobody knows exact- 
ly how old it is, has been found in 
Ur, the Chaldean city, which was the 
home of Abraham in Babylonia, Dr. 
George B. Gordon, director of the Uni-

don, was made in excavations con- 
ducted jointly by the British museum 
and the University of Pennsylvania 
museum. aA letter from the excava- 
tors brought the news of the discovery.

Madison, Wis., Feb. 20—([Special.]~ 
A coalition of Socialists and adminis- 


tration forces in the Wisconsin assem- 
bly today voted to abolish the Wiscon- 
sin National guard. 

That the guard will be saved by the 
senate, however, was indicated late to 
night when the senate committee on 
state affairs voted unanimously to kill 
the bill by Senator Hirsch [{Soc., Mil- 
waukee] which is identical with the. 
house bill passed today. | 

The action in the lower house came 
almost without debate and after the 
assembly had previously voted 64 to 14 
against indefinitely postponing the Po- 
lakowski bill, which provides for the 
eradication of the state’s military 
forees. The first vote on the bill itself 
was 61 to 17. Rules were then sus-, 
pended and the bill passed by acclama- 
tion. 

Assemblyman Frank Prescott [Rep., 
Milwaukee], led the fight against the 
bil and met defeat on eight different 
roll calls, the votes varying little from 
the final vote to send it to the senate. | 

Calls Bill “ Socialist Pet.”

LIBEL'ACTION 


AGAINST ZION 
LEADER UPHELD 


Fine or Jail Term Is 
the Penalty. 


( we on back page.) 

Wilbur Glenn Voliva, general over- 
seer of Zion City, was found guilty of 
criminal libel by a jury before Judge 
Jacob Hopkins in Criminal court early 
last evening. The jury deliberated for 
more than two hours before reaching 
the decision. 

The maximum penalty is imprison- 
ment for six month or a fine of $1,000 
or both. The hearing on a motion for a 
new tria] was set for March 10. If the 
motion is overruled at that time, the 
penalty will be fixed. 

Voliva was indicted two years ago 
following the testimony of the Rev. 
Mr. Nelson. The latter had just 
emerged from a heated controversy 
with the overseer of Zion, during which 
the latter published a number of 
pamphlets in which he called Nelson 
“an old ram,” “a big old blatherskite,” 
“a tom fool,” and other names. 


Voliva Awaits the Verdict. 
Voliva was seated at a table in the 
courtroom when the verdict was read. 
Surrounding him were his attorneys 


and hundreds of followers from Zion, 
who have been in daily attendance at 
the trial since it started three weeks 
ago. As the words “ find the defendant 
guilty ” fell from the lips of Clerk M. 
J. Vogel, the overseer winced as if un- 
able to comprehend what had been 
said. * 

His attorney, Henry A. Berger; leap- 
ed to his feet and demanded a separate 
poll of the jury on their decision. As 
each juror said “yes” in answer to 
the question of the court as to wheth- 
er the verdict was as he intended, 
Voliva’s head sank lower and lower. 
When the last man had answered, he 
was staring at the floor space between 
his feet. 

A tew feet away was the Rev. Thom- 
as Nelson, pastor of Grace Missionary 
church in Zion, against whom Voliva 
had made the statements that resu‘ted 
in the overseer’s indictment by a Lake 
county grand jury on charges if crim- 
inal libel. 

Nelson Shakes Jurors’ Hands. 

The Rev. Mr. Nelson appeared as the 
chief witness for the prosecution and 
took an active part in assisting State's 
Attorney A. V. Smith of Lake county 
and his staff in the case. 

As the verdict was read a broad smile 
spread over the pastor’s features. 
His arm went up and encircied the 
shoulder of Col. Smith. He glanced 
at Voliva for an instant and then at 
the latter’s followers. Then he walked 
toward the jury. As the veniremen 
filed out of the courtroom he shook the 
hand of each. 

“The verdict is a splendid victory 
against the most gigaritic fraud this 
side of H ," he said. “It is a vic- 
tory of Americanism over fanaticism 
of the worst order. I feel myself vin- 
dicated of the monstrous allegations 
made by Voliva against me and my 
family.” 

Across the room the overseer was 
talking to a small crowd gathered 
about him. 

“This is an example of our present 
jury service,” he said.. “ This verdict 
simply gives a chance to that old liar 
and scoundrel to repeat what he has 
done before. It is absolutely against 
the law and the evidence.” 

Attorney Berger stated that he be- 
lieved the jury was prejudiced against 
Voliva and his church. 

“The spectacle of the jury shaking 
hands with an old reprobate like Nel- 
son is the most demoralizing scene I 
have ever seen,” he said, 

Began in Rivalry Charge. 

In the origin of the Zion City trouble 
Voliva contended that Nelson was 
attempting to displace him as overseer. 
He had a number of encounters with 
the pastor and finally broke forth with 
the printed pamphlets. 

The case was first tried before Judge 
Claire Edwards in Waukegan, where 
a jury found the overseer guilty. 
The court set aside the verdict in a 
speech in which he called Nelson the 
“worst liar he ever listened to,” and 
added that he did not believe the evi- 
dence warranted such a decision. A 
new ‘trial was later granted and upon 
a change of venue was brought to 
Chicago. , 

The trial has been in progress for 
three weeks, during which the de- 
fense bore the burden of presenting 
testimony. The state offered the 
pamphiets in evidence, together. with 
the testimony of Nelson. The defense 
then took up the offensive and put 
seventy-six men and women on the 
stand as character witnesses against |

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Convict 51210 
Movie Story 
oft Real Life 


Columbus, O., Feb. 20.—[{Special.]}— 
Convict 61210, clad in his dull gray 
uniform, today stood at his loom in 
the gray mills of the Ohio state penl- 
tentiary.

For. Convict No. 51210 was under 
sentence of imprisonment for life. At 
the age of 29 years he had lost his 
liberty and his identity as Clarence 
Leroy McKinney of Cincinnati when 
he was convicted of the murder of 
Special Policeman Emery McCreight 
at Wilmington, O., on Feb. 14, 1922. 

Victim of Circumstantial Evidence. 

He had been sentenced in the Clinton 
county courts after a trial based on 
circumstantial evivlience surrounding 
the death of McCreight, who was shot 
down when he surprised a pair trying 
to loot a Wilmington store. When he 
became a “lifer” he left behind in 
Cincinnati a young wife, who insisted 
on his innocence and who had testified 
she was with him in a movie show in 
Cincinnati on the night of the murder 
in Wilmington. . 

Convict 51210 had been detailed with 
hundreds of others to the work at the 
looms.

KOVNO, Lithuania; Feb. 20.—Two 
hundred persons have been killed and 
wounded in the fighting between the 
Poles and Lithuanians over the occu- 
Ration of the neutral zone. 

Since the first clash on Saturday, 
when the Poles began to occupy the 
share of the neutral zone assigned to 
them by the league of nations, when 
ten were killed and many wounded. 
there has been continuous fighting, al- 
though there has been no declaration of 
war, So far the irregular warfare has 
been carried on between Polish frontier 
guards and Lithuanian patriotic or- 
ganizations. Some regular troops on 
both sides have been in action. The 
Lithuanian organizations are largely 
financed from America. 


Capture British Officers. 

Lithuanian regulars on Sunday cap- 
tured two British officers attached to 
the British mission at Warsaw, who 
were investigating conditions in the 
neutral zone. They were held until 
this morning, when they were found 
by the British consul. Gen. Carton de 
Wiart and Maj. E. H. Grant have also 
been released, but two Polish staff of- 
ficers, acting as their interpreters, are 
held ag prisoners at Kovno. 
The Lithuanians claim that they 
have captured forty Polish officers and 
hundreds of soldiers of the 76th Polish 
division. They also admit using field 
guns, which they say were captured 
from the Poles. 


Explains Poland's Action. 
[Chicago Tribune Foreign News Service. } 
WARSAW, Poland, Feb. 20.—* False 
reports have been issued by the Lithu- 
anian legation at Paris about a serious 
conflict in the neutral zone,” Premier 
Sikorski of Poland said today. “ Po- 
land prepared to take possession of the 
zone, using only gendarmerie and two 
battalions of customs guards. This 
procedure was purely administrative 
and was adopted despite the decilara- 
tions of the Lithuanian government 
forbidding it. 

“The gendarmes and customs 
guards while taking over the region 
disarmed several bands of Lithuanian 
irregulars. Lithuanian supporters at- 
tacked the Poles, killing two and 
wounding sixteen. 

“If the gendarmes and customs 
guards are forced to retire from the 
region occupied, the situation will be 
intolerable for Poland and Warsaw 
will take necessary measures by send- 
ing troops.” 

Russia Is Alarmed. 
MOSCOW, Feb. 20.—[ By Associated

Washington, D. C., Feb. 20.—Four- 
teen representatives of as many in- 
dustries appeared before the senate 
immigration committee today and 
demonstrated specifically a shortage 
of labor in many of the great produc- 
ing states.

The impression of the professional 
nurse hich Miss Benkhardt’'s testi- 
mony conveyed, was strengthened by 
her costume. It was strictly a uni- 
form. Instead of the regulation blue 
and white stripes, it was brown silk 
and crépe, severely plain, and of almost 
one shade.

Judge David indicated he would dis- 
miss the case if it is shown that ac- 
tresses are engaged in highly trained 
' professional pursuits as are doctors, 
lawyers, and artists as distinguished 
from a janitress.

OUR TORTURE CHAMBERS. 


Chief Justice Olson’s order establishing a night 
branch of the Municipal court has followed with 
commendable promptness upon the heels of Arthur 
Evans’ harrowing revelation in Tup TRIBUNS of 
the barbarous condition of police jails in Chicago. 
Undoubtedly the night court will, to some extent, 
relieve the torturé now imposed upon many tem- 
porary prisoners held over night or over the weel- 
end in reeking, loathsome, subterranean cells. We 
doubt, however, that it goes far enough, although 
probably it goes almost as far as the chief jus- 
tice’s authority permite, 

The night court undoubtedly will take a number 
of prisoners out of the cells and release them, 
either discharged or under bail. This will im- 
prove the condition of the prisoners remaining, in 
direct proportion to the relief of overcrowding. 
Beyond that it will not improve conditions. To a 
normal, clean human being, a night in one of 
these cells, even theugh not overcrowded to the 
point of serious danger to health, cannot be less 
than torture. 

At best they are filthy, noisome, and stifling. 
As law abiding citizens, we have little personal 
interest in that. Let the man who gets arrested 
worry, is our attitude, Let him avoid this torture 
by avoiding arrest, That, perhaps, would be fair 
enough except for the fact that even honest men 
occasionally cannot avoid arrest. We have in 

“mind the case of one prosperous business man, 
a suburbanite, who was arrested on a warrant, 
sworn out maliciously, and served after the close 
of the courts on a Saturday. But for a happy cir- 
cumstance which brought his case to the attention 
of a friend, he would have remained in one of these 
foul dungeons until Monday. Such an injustice 
might core to almost any one of us. If it does, 
or when it does, we shall want at least a clean 
bench to rest upon and clean air to breathe. 

There are cases which a night court cannot | 
settle. As Justice Olson says, its benefits will 

pend wpon cobperation of the police. If for any 
reagon they refuse to send prisoners before it, 
these prisoners must stay in the cells. When men 
sleeping in hallways are picked up as vagrants 
and locked up to prevent freezing to death, a night 
court which would free them would do little good. 
A court which would not be in session on Sunday 
and holiday nights would allow the accumulation 
of prisoners on such occasions much as at present. 

It seems that additional correctives are needed. 
Chief of these must be improved cell accommoda- 
tions. Voters have rejected a bond issue for new 
police, stations which would include such improve- 


and misdemeanor caseg sufficiently to spend its 
money to relieve them of torture, That is ghort 
sighted. It promotes crime. Incidentally it may 
allow the subjection of any one at any time to 
similar danger and discomfort. 


SHIP SUBSIDY. 


The opponents of ship subsidy are trying to beat 
it with the filibuster. This is an application of un- 
reason. Proponents of the bill urge it as a needed 
instrument of national development, an economica] 
constructive measure. The filibusters try to keep 
it from coming to a vote. It should be voted up or 


voted down. It should have its roll call. 


A CASE FOR CENSORSHIP 
TO THE LIMIT. 


We are against lynching, but if it could ever be 
justified it would be in the case of the miscreants 
who have been caught circulating obscene books 
among high school children. In lieu of an evil 
resort to unlawful violence, let us have the swiftest 
and sternest possible application of the law. An 
example should be made. The limit of permissible 
punishment should be applied and promptly as 
_possibl. after the discovery of the offense in order 

that it may count. 
_ ‘This is the field in which vice societies can act 
with every one’s hearty approval] and support. To 
leave it for the censorship of the reading of ad¢lts 
in works of literature is worse than a mistake. 
That not only diverts rt which is needed against 
unquestioned evil, but it is an unjustifiable in- 
vasion of individual liberty of thought and con- 
ecience.

BOXING FOR SAILORS. 
Ministerial associations are passing resolutions 
demanding that the navy department stop boxing 
on the U. 8S. 8S. Commodore and it is made apparent 
‘that the objection runs against fighting by the 
sailors just as much as fighting by professionals. 
Proponents of boxing also are asked to desist from 

advocating the legalizing of boxing. 

Tus Trivune is for legalizing of boxing to re 
move the sport from the offense of law violation. 
We do not advocate law breaking. We seek to 
have boxing made legal under suitable regulation 
to protect it from abuses. The abuses are the work 
of profiteers who should be controlled and are not 
fixed in the sport itself. They are not necessary 
to it. They fasten upon it. 

The objection to sailors boxing seems to us to 
reveal the case against the opponents of boxing. 
Soldiers and sailors are trained, disciplined, and 
taught to fight.

A CERTAIN BENEFIT OF.

A brief dispatch from Madison, Wis., concern- 
ing the biennial report on the operation of the 
state law for eugenical sterilization, announces 
that the law is a success. It quotes from the re- 
port: “Many of the inmates [of the Wisconsin 
Home for the Feeble Minded] that were sterilized, 
especially the females, have been paroled and 
sent home, and generally speaking they are doing 
well.” 

We would like to take that report and the head- 
line, “Sterilization of Feeble Minded Found’ a 
Success,” at their face value. But if Illinois is to 
have a eugenical sterilization law, as has been 
promised by State Senator Lowell B. Mason, it can 


be passed and become successfully operative only 
through force of inteiligent public opinion. Such 
opinion cannot be based upon misunderstanding. 
There seems to be a possibility of misunderstand- 
ing in the Madison dispatch.

FIGHTING SYPHILIS. 
HERE has always been some ques 
tion as to the amount of inherited 
syphilis. There is no question but 
that the human body tends auto- 
matically to free itself from syphilis. A 
man infected with syphilis, left to him- 
self, taking no. treatment, stands a fairly 
good chance of going through life with- 
out sepious late syphilis, of marrying 
eventually and not infecting his wife, 
and of begetting non-syphilitic children. 

He may even get well in the sense 
that he gives no Wassermann reaction 
and has no symptoms or signs of the dis- 
ease. If he begets syphilitic children they 
stand a fair chance of escaping the con- 
sequence of inherited syphilis, of being 
rid of the disease without ever having 
taken any treatment. 

_ : 

The children of parents who had in- 
herited syphilis probably will show no 
effects of the disease. Syphilis in the 
third generation is the exception rather 
than the rule. In fact, practically all of 
the studies of third and fourth genera- 
tion syphilis have been made to establish 
the possibility of such effects showing 
themselves in one way or another, such 
studies assuming that third and fourth 
generation syphilis, so far from being the 
rule, needs to be established as a pos- 
sibility. 

If these are statements of fact, what is 
to be gained by treatment? 

The infected man who takes treatment 
immediately may never become infec- 
tive. If he delays treatment somewhat, 
but still] takes it promptly and properly, 
he will become non-infective in a short 
while. The chance that he will get well 
without treatment, while it exists, is 
comparatively small. The chance that 
he will get well in a certain sense if he 
takes treatment properly is great. The 
likelihood that his family will escape in- 
fection if he is treated properly is in- 
creased. many times 

~~ 

About the way the matter sums up 
is that while there is some chance of 
escape for the man who has syphilis 
without treatment, the chances are so 
much better for himself, for the family 
and for the community if treatment ‘s 
taken, that no sound minded man will 
choose not to take treatment. In fact, no- 
body, practically speaking, makes that 
decision. The trouble arises because 
men, having decided properly, fail to 
carry on because of lack of persistence, 
lack of funds, lack of information, or 
lack of fear. So well known is this tend- 
ency of the average man to start right,
